EVERYBODY IS WELL SATISFIED 


The committee of council and J. E. 
McDonald m et 
yesterday 
afternoon 
for the purpose of reaching a settle­ 
ment in regard to he disputed Rock 
Springs Street Railway company bill 
which 
has been hanging fire for a 
long time. 
The bill was for gratings used on 
Cook street and the company made a 
claim that they had paid a porfion of 
it. 
The full bill amounted to $889 78, 
which includes gratings and paving 
on Cook street and the company will 
pay the entire am ount 
The parties present at the meeting 
were President 
Marshall, 
Attorney 
McDonald and Clerk Hanley, and they 
met at the 
clerk’s office. They then 
went over the books of the late A. J, 
Boyce, from whom the gratings had 
been purchased. 
They found 
that 
John Shrader, of the Rock Springs 
company, had run an account for grafc- 
ings in June and July, paying in all 
$318 51. 
Mr. McDonald had the cancelled 
checks for this amount and wanted 
an offset from the bill presented by 
the city. It was discovered, however, 
that 
the city also had* paid $435 40 
for gratings and not one cent of the 
amount paid by Shrader was 
asked 
from the company, as the total 
bill 
amounted to $753 91 and the city only 
asked for $435 40 and the balance of 
the $889 78 was for paving between 
the tracks. 
The investigation made the m atter 
satisfactory to all parties 
and Mr. 
McDonald stated that his 
company 
would pay the bill in full, as they only 
desired to ascertain that it was just. 
There was no dispute of any kind, 
and a more amicable settlem ent was 
never made.

Should Ohio divide its vote in No­ 
vember ss Maine did ait the election 
September IO, McKinley would carry 
Ms own state by more than 200,000 
over Bryan. On the basis of the Ver­ 
mont vote, McKinley would have over 
150,000 in Ohio to about 250,000 for 
Borya®. Never but once at a Septem* 
ber election in a presidential year, 
have the Republicans done so well in 
Maine as at this time. 
Dr. Hill is 
elected governor by 32,000. 
This figure 
has 
been passed but 
twice In the entire history of the state. 
in 1194, when 
the Republican tidal 
wave against 
Democratic free trade 
swept over the country, and McKinley 
was elected governor of Ohio by 137,- 
000, New York went Republican by 
156,000, and Pennsylvania by 241,000, 
the Republicans 
carried Maine that 
September by 38,978. 
Four years ago, in September, the 
Democratic disgust in the East over 
tree silver was so deep that in Maine 
the party was scarcely able to find a 
candidate for governor, and permitted 
the state election to go almost by de­ 
fault, the Republican plurality being 
48,377.

Then* are very few persons who do 
not believe that there will be an out­ 
break somewhere iii the region.

Rumors 
are afloat that the sheriffs of Luzerne, 
Schuylkill and Carbon counties, which 
counties adjoin one another at a point 
two miles south of here, are swearing 
In deputies by the score.
